ed. Then he changed his story and 
said she wanted to marry him. 
"I asked her to come to my room 


and talk it over," he said. (The Fil- 
ipino's room was on the sixth flooi 
of the building in which the doc- 
tor's office was located.) 


"While we were 
quarrelling, I 


seized her with both hands by the 
neck. I choked her for about thirty 
minutes. Her body slumped down, 
limp and I knew she was dead. 


"I didn't know what to do for a 


few minutes. She lay there, dead. 
Finally, I got some heavy 
paper, 


wrapped the body in 
it and fled 


from the house." 
Lazarda apparently transported 


the body from his 
room in the 
building in which he and his sweet- 
heart lived to the municipal "ferry 
piers at the battery where he tried 
to dump it overboard 
while 
the 


boat was going to St. George, but 
did not do so because the passeng- 
ers were watching. 


At St. George he hired a taxicab 


and drove with the paper wrapped 
'bundle, to Arlington where another 
ferry line has its terminus. 


Chauffeur Suspicious 


Edward Maureur, the chauffeur, 


helped him carry the bundle to the 
ferryiboat. 


"I detected the heat and became 


suspicious," Maureur told the po- 
lice. "I could feel something soft 
in that bundle." 


Maureur ran to the dock, sum- 


moned a police sergeant and told 
him his suspicions. 


The Filipino was standing near 


the rail of the boat. The policeman 
shouted to passengers 
standing 
near him to hold him and prevent 
him from throwing the bundle over 
board. 


Two deck hands and A passenger 


seized Lazarda and overcome him 
In a spirited battle. They took him 
and the bundle to the ferry house. 


Tearing off the heavy paper the 


policeman 
uncovered a woman's 
head.

white silk stockings. A black straw 
hat was on her head.

This morning the Filipino was 
taken to his room in the McAulifte i 
building where he said he had 
choked the rirl to death. A blood 
stain on the wall showed evidence 
of attempts to wash it out. A cur- 
tain similar to the one covering 
the body was found in a chest. 


Lazarda said he had given the 


girl an engagement ring. 
Police 


found the ring and a bill of sale in 
the room. 
They believe he took 


the ring from her finger after kill- 
ing her. 


Police have been able to learn 


little of Miss Martin. In the man's 
room they found a number of notes 
signed "Mary" which indicated a 
flirtation with the Filipino.

In many Instances he cannot under- 
stand the drawings, and is not able 
to visuallnze the finished building. 
let there should be Infinite pleasure 
la the building of one's own home, 
a* there Is in the creation of any 
etfcer thing. Each home should be 
a*t only beautiful but should have 
a certain amount of personality-of 
the owner and builder. 
; The selection of the site is always 
aa Important thing. The most de- 
sirable bouse, if it Is badly placed, 
wUl be an unsuccessful home. I do 
aot necessarily mean by badly 
placed, that it need face In any one 
particular direction, but that it 
should be situated in the most de- 
sirable place for the family which 
are to live in.-it For example, a 
boose situated, a long way from 
schools and churches, as well as the 
owner's place of business, would be 
hadly placed, no matter how beauti- 
t|l the situation might be.

After the location is decided upon,

All this work which the ar- 
chitect must "do Is very little appre- 
ciated by the average home builder. 
X Tentnre to say that no one who is 
a«t an architect realizes the num-

Stucco Is a popular building ma- 
terial. It makes an attractive ex- 
terior wall of a home, and by the 
addition of what is known as a 
"dash" various shades and colors 
may be obtained. It also giv.es the 
appearance of permanence at a rea- 
sonable cost. 
Stucco may be ap- 


plied over most any of the materi- 
als used in homes, over wood or 
metal lath, brick or hollow clay 
building tile. The home shown in 
the accompanying illustration is a 
good example of the pleasing effect 
that may be obtained by applying 
stucco to the exterior -walls. 


This home was specially designed, 


for a narrow lot, as it is only 21 
feet, 6 inches wide, by 32 feet long, 
exclusive of a 7-foot projection at 
the rear, for porch and pantry, with 
a sleeping porch above. The house 
contains six good rooms, exclusive 


of the sun parlor at the front and 
the sleeping porch at the rear. As 
will be seen by the floor plans, there 
is a large living room, with a cor- 
ner fireplace at the front, while 
connected with it is a large dining 
room. The double opening between 
these two rooms, and the large en- 
trance hall at tie side of the liv- 
ing room give the first floor a spa- 
ciousness that Is most desirable. 
All rooms on the first floor are con- 
nected, so that the work of caring 
for the home can be done with a 
minimum of steps. The second floor 
contains three good-sized bedrooms, 
bathroom and sleeping <porch. 


While the exterior of this home 


has the appearance of being a plain. 
square house, the hip roof exten- 
sion and the sunparlor and frgnt 
porch, break the plainness and 
make the exterior attractive. 
The 


house Is set on a concrete founda- 
tion and has a full basement to ac- 
commodate the heating plant, fuel 
Storage and laundry beside the 
storage space for lawn and garden 
tools, fruits, vegetables, etc.

Avoid Freak House. 


In building a house which is "in- 


dividual," do not try to make it so 
unusual that It is ridiculous. There 
are so many types fitted to your 
climate from which to select, that 
there seems to be no good reason 
to build freak houses. 
. 


You may have decided that the 


services of an architect are not nec- 
essary. You may feel thai you wish 
to go to a builder and have him 
build your house. If you do this, 
be quite sure of the fact that little 
money, If any, will be saved, be- 
cause a builder must have plans to 


work from and he will be obliged 
to have them made and you, of 
course, will have to pay him for 
having it done. After you have se- 
lected your plans, you will send 
them out to several builders, doubt- 
less, and will accept the lowest es- 
timate. You should not send the 
plans to any builder to whom you 
are not willing fb give the' job if 
the price ia satisfactory, remem- 
bering, always, that it costs a 
builder a considerable sum of 
money to make such an estimate. 


Yon should never sign, a contract 


with a builder unless you have per- 
fect confidence that he is able to 
carry through the construction of 
the house. There are two sides to 
each contract and when you have 
signed one, remember that if you 
expect the contractor to live up to 
his, you, too, have agreed to cer- 
tain things, and unless you live up 
to your part of the contract, you 
cannot expect him to abide by his. 


One thing which an owner should 


always remember is that every 
change after the building is started. 


an 
additional cost. To 


change the position of a door, a 
window, or the electrical outlets, 
costs money and should it seem im- 
perative to make these changes, it 
should be talked over with your 
architect, and the cost decided upon 
before the work is done. One thing 
the home builder should never do, 
and that is to give Individual in- 
structions to the workmen on the 
job. 
The workman is not working 


for you, but for the Contractor, and 
the order should come directly from 
him. 
Every architect and contrac- 


tor expects and desires the owner 
to visit the building while in course 
of construction, but resents con- 
stant interference with the work. 
The best-liked clients, or the one 
the architect and contractor pre- 
fers'to work with. Is the one who 
understands his plans, reads the 
specifications, knows what the con- 
tractor has agreed to do, and in- 
sists upon his doing It. But he 
does resent the owner asking to 
have something done he has not 
agreed to do, unless he Is willing to 
cheerfully pay the cost.

develop the client's ideas Into work- 
able form by means of sketches, so 
that the size and general appear- 
ance of the building, as well as ap- 
proximate cost, may be determined.

LAYING THE CONCRETE SIDE- 


WALK 


Most walks are laid out in a 
straight line, but frequently the con- 
tour of the ground, obstacles or the 
desire to secure artistic effects raay 
require the use of curves, says a re- 
cent bulletin of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. If used 


for artistic reasons a good plan is 
to plant shrubbery or trees In the 
section of the ground Inclosed by 
the inside curve, thus creating an 
excuse for the departure from a 
straight line and at the same time 
Tllscournging persons 
making a 


"short cut" across the lawn. To pre- 
vent Bitpperiness and to .assure a 
comfortable foothold on a smooth 


surface the grade should not be too 
steep. 


When a steep slope Is necessary 


the surface of the concrete should 
be roughened. A steep grade occa- 
sionally can be avoided by following 
around a hillside or using steps. 
Steps nre a nuisance and often dan- 
gerous and, If unavoidable, should 
be located In expected places and

Every building should rest on a 
strong, durable foundation. By In- 
suring uniform distribution of the 
weight of the building on the soil 
such a foundation prolongs the life 
of the building, prevents settle- 
ment and cracking of walls and re- 
duces 
maintenance 
and repair 


cu«ia. Concrete meets all require- 
ments so well that It is now being 
used for basement and foundation 
construction almost to the exclu 
slon of other materials. Concrete 
Is always used to support sky- 
scrapers and Is so moderate in cost 
that It is economical to use It for 
foundations of even the smallest 
farm buildings. Sand and pebbles 
make up the bulk of a concrete 
mixture and can usually be ob- 
tained locally at moderate cost, 
sometimes for only the labor of 
digging. Forms are easily made by 
any one having average carpenter 
skill, and mixing and placing is 
done by common labor under intel- 
ligent supervision. 


Concrete foundations are unin- 
jured by freezing, thawing or other 
weather changes. They are rat- 
proof, fireproof, economical and 
permament as a foundation can be 
made. 


Many cities in rat-infested dis- 
tricts have passed ordinances re- 
quiring that buildings be" made rat- 
proof with concrete floors and 
foundation walls, because no rat 
can gnaw through concrete. By 
keeping rats out of a storage 
building, a concrete foundation or 
basement wall will In a short time 
prevent waste or destruction of 
food or other products equal to its 
cost. 


Concrete foundation and base- 


ment walls are of two types, those 
made of concrete cast in place and 
those built of precast units, such 
as concrete block. Both types have;

In locations where snow Is liable

ly run off. Tne drainage of a walk 
s also assured by making one of its 
sides a trifle lower than the other, 
say, from one-eighth to one-quarter 
nch for each foot of width; or the 
walk may be crowned, that is, the 
center made higher than the sides. 


Concrete walks should be located 


where the drainage Is good, but If 
this is impracticable a porous sub* 
)ase or cushion of cinders, sand or 
fine fravef must be provided to pre- 
vent the heaving caused by frost 
action and unequal settlement when 
the ground Is wet In stiff, clayey 
soils drainage should be provided to 
carry off any water which might 
otherwise remain In the foundation 
and cans* Injury by fretting.

METAL PROTECTS FROM FIRE 


The rnetal fabrics v.sed in connec- 


tion with cement stucco have 
proven more or less of a success. 
In many of the earlier structures 
the metal fabric was not complete- 
ly Imbedded in the cement, with thfe 
result that the metal has rusted out 
and the cement stucco (which was 
only three-quarters of an 
Inch 


thick) has broken badly. In later

Frequently Necessary to "Nurse" 


It, IXpert Says.—Watch 
Overheating. 


When an engine is fresh from 


an overhauling, it should be treat- 
ed, at first, as if it were a brand 
new one and needed to be broken 
in gently and cautiously. 


Many such an engine has been 


seriously damaged and the bene- 
fits of the overhauling 
entirely 


lost, or worse, through lack of this 
precaution. Even if the work done 
has been intelligently performed, 
there is need enough for 
"nurs- 


ing" the engine for a time, but if, 
through any mischance, a careless 
job has been done, it is peremptor- 
ily required 
If the engine, when 


delivered, is 
found to be "stiff" 


when handcraaked in a cold con- 
dition, it had better not be put into 
service until the stiffness is re- 
moved by long continued idle run- 
ning at slow speed with specially 
ample lubrication add in fact, it is 
hardly wise to accept a job unless 
the engine turns over freely. 


On the first trip with a newly 


overhauled engine it is well, after 
a few miles of running, 
to shut 


down and try the hand crank and 
if the engine acts at all stiff, to al- 
low it to cool down or at any rate 
to run it very slowly and gently. 
observing: Us condition at frequent 
intervals. If with the car stopped 
and the throttle and spark lever 
set in the customary idling posi- 
tion, the engine stops, k is a sign 
that there is abnormal metion act- 
ing and the operator should heed 
the warning thus given. 


The utmost attention should, of 
course, be given to the lubrication 
of a newly overhauled engine as 
short comings in this direction will 
be specially damaging under such 
conditions. The above suggestions 
applj, for instance, in the case of 
an engine which has had new pis- 
ton rings installedte|r these may 
have been fitted too* tightly and 
scratch its cylinder walls when hot; 
of an engine with new pistons, too 
much oversize to give the required 
clearance at working temperature; 
of one with some of its main or 
connecting-rod bearing caps set up 
too clotely to permit of an oil film 
being maintained upon the bush- 
ings and in the ease of engines the 
cylinders of which 
have 
been 


crudely reamed or 
rebored 
and 


thus are BO rough as to cause ex- 
cessive friction with 
the 
rings. 


Whenever there is evidence from 
the indications of the 
radiator 


theremometer or otherwise, than an 
engine, just from the repair shop, 
is running hotter than usual, it 
should be stopped and the cause 
investigated, as the unusual heat 
is likely to arise from abnormal 


friction, which if allowed to in- 
crease may lead to serious results.
